Applicant respectfully traverses the restriction requirement ^s et forthjn the O ffjce^ 
Action dated April 23, 2003. It is noted at the outset that applicant ^ not challenging the 
Examiner's determination that the distinct inventions identified in the Office Action are 
patentable over each other. Applicant traverses on the grounds that the Examiner has 
failed to demonstrate that examination of such distinct inventions in this Application 
would impose a burden on the PTO. In fact, it would appear that the examination 
process has substantially progressed in view of the art cited in the above-identified 
Office Action as well as in the first Office Action. In particular, the Examiner has failed 
to show either of the following: 1) that there is a separate classification of the distinct 
inventions; 2) that a separate field of search would be required for the distinct 
inventions; or 3) that such inventions have achieved a separate status in the art, even 
though they are classified- together. 

For the sake of expeditiously moving forward with the prosecution of the present 
application and without any prejudice, applicant elects to prosecute claims 5 and 12 
which are believed to comprise one of the species identified by the Examiner. More 
particularly, it is believed that these claims correspond to Species C, Figure 7.
